Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  pleasure  of  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  the  year  1964. 

The  environmental  health  service,  the  function  of  this  local 
authority,  and  the  personal  health  service,  the  function  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  under  my  direction  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  continue 
to  be  integrated  satisfactorily  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  vital  statistics,  which  are  an  indication  of  the  health  and 
well-being  of  the  inhabitants  of  a  district,  show  that  during  1964 

i)  The  population  increased  to  2730;  an  increase  of  130. 

ii)  The  live  births  increased  from  37  to  55.  The  Birth  Rate 
(20.  1  per  1000  population  is  slightly  above  the  average  for  England  and 
Wales), 


iii)  There  were  30  deaths  in  the  district  compared  with  33  in 
1963,  Heart  and  circulatory  diseases  continue  to  be  the  main  cause  of 
death,  there  being  14  such  deaths.  Five  deaths  were  due  to  cancer,  only 
one  of  these  being  pulmonary,  compared  with  three  last  year. 

iv)  No  deaths  occurred  due  to  childbirth. 

v  )  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age, 

vi)  Apart  from  measles  (35  cases)  only  two  cases  of 
whooping  cough  were  notified  to  give  a  reasonably  satisfactory  infectious 
disease  picture. 

The  Council  are  a  constituent  member  of  the  new  Doncaster 
and  District  Joint  Water  Board.  Water  supplies  have  remained  constant 
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and  satisfactory  in  all  respects.  This  authority,  along  with  one  other 
constituent  member  of  the  Water  Board,  decided  against  fluoridation  of 
the  water  supplies  in  1963, 

In  September  of  the  year  under  review  the  new  aged  persons’ 
bungalows  at  Castle  Close,  Castlegate  were  officially  opened  by  the  then 
Minister  of  Health,  the  Rt„  Honorable  Anthony  Barber ,  M.  P.  The  scheme 
comprises  some  26  bungalows  with  a  joint  Lounge,  and  a  resident  warden 
linked  with  each  bungalow  by  an  intercommunication  system.  Daily  visits 
by  the  warden  to  all  the  residents  and  to  aged  residents  in  Council  bungalows 
in  Wong  Lane  are  carried  out  as  a  routine. 

The  forthcoming  year  should  see  the  extension  of  the  Warden 
Scheme  to  senior  citizens  living  in  private  property,  as  the  Tickhill  Council 
accepted  a  West  Riding  County  Council  scheme  in  principle  during  the  year, 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  Durant,  for  his  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year  and 
for  his  report  on  the  environmental  service.  I  would  also  thank  the  staff,  - 
medical  and  clerical,  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  and  especially  the 
Chairman,  I  would  thank  you  for  your  help  and  co-operation  and  the 
courteous  receipt  of  my  reports  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


Tickhill  Urban  District  Council  are  a  constituent  member  of 
the  Doncaster  and  District  Joint  Water  Board  which  came  into  being 
on  the  1st  October,  1962, 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  connected  to  the  mains  supply 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  about  992,  Only  one  cottage  in  the  district  is 
served  by  a  stand  pipe,  this  was  included  in  a  programme  of  unfit  property 
during  the  year. 

Ten  samples  of  water  taken  from  varying  parts  of  the  district 
for  bacteriological  examination  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory, 

A  typical  chemical  analysis  of  the  water,  which  is  largely 
obtained  from  deep  boreholes  in  the  Bunter  sandstone,  is  as  follows:

One  house  on  the  boundary  of  the  district  is  served  by  a 
connection  to  the  Worksop  Rural  District  Council  Supply, 

Five  dwellings  are  served  by  private  wells;  two  of  these  gave 
doubtful  bacteriological  results.  One  of  these  is  a  dwelling  owner / occupied 
by  an  aged  couple  who  again  firmly  resisted  all  suggestions  to  connect  to 
the  public  supply.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  considering 
statutory  action  to  enforce  the  connection  to  the  mains  supply.  The  second 
is  a  supply  serving  a  caravan  on  the  boundary  of  the  district  where  it  is  • 
at  present  impossible  to  connect  to  the  mains  supply.  The  remaining 
private  supplies  are  satisfactory. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  your  Surveyor,  Estimates  have  been 
supplied  during  the  year  for  the  work  necessary  to  overcome  the  difficulties 
arising  out  of  the  overloading  of  the  existing  sewage  works  due  to  the 
increase  in  residential  development.  It  will  not,  however,  for  the  time 
being,  be  practicable  to  extend  the  main  sewerage  scheme  to  take  in  the 
Lindrick  area.  This  would  involve  the  erection  of  a  pumping  station  and 
the  cost  for  the  number  of  houses  it  would  serve  was  considered  in  the 
circumstances  to  be  excessive. 

LAND  DRAINAGE, 

Previous  reference  has  been  made  in  this  report  concerning  the 
flooding  problem  of  Paper  Mill  Dyke  and  Mill  Dam  and  it  will  be  recalled 
that  an  estimate  was  received  for  the  cleansing  of  the  Mill  Dam,  which  has 
been  kindly  donated  to  the  Council  by  Lord  Scarborough.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  in  review  the  work  of  cleansing  the  Mill  Dam  was  well  under  way. 

HOUSING. 

Detailed  consideration  was  again  given  to  the  re -developme nt 
of  the  centre  of  TickhilL  A  report  and  plans  were  submitted  by  the  Civic 
Trust  and  these  were  still  being  considered  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
Council  are  generally  agreed  that  re -development  would  be  beneficial  to 
the  town,  but  limitation  of  finance  at  present  restrict  extensive  local 
authority  action.  The  closest  co-operration  of  the  Civic  Trust,  the 
Planning  Officer,  the  West  Riding  Highway  Authority  and  the  Council 
will  be  required  in  order  to  attain  a  satisfactory  overall  scheme. 

Two  individual  unfit  dwellings  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 


In  order  that  recommendations  and  clearance  proposals  could 
be  systematically  dealt  with  an  extensive  survey  of  the  whole  of  the 
Tickhill  district  was  initiated.  For  this  purpose  the  district  was  divided 
into  nine  different  areas  and  reports  were  made  to  the  Committee  on 
several  occasions  as  to  the  progress  of  the  survey,  work  on  which  was 
still  going  on  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

Activity  in  this  sphere  was  again  well  maintained,  nine  applications 
being  made  during  the  year.  Ten  approvals  were  given,  three  of  which 
were  for  applications  outstanding  from  the  previous  year  and  work  was 
completed  on  twenty  four  dwellings.  In  all  grants  totalling  £3326  were 
made. 

A  scheme  to  advance  money  under  the  provisions  of  Section  43  of 
the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
for  confirmation.  In  brief  the  section  permits  the  Council  to  advance 
money  for  the  acquisition,  construction,  conversion  of  buildings  into  houses 
and  the  alteration,  enlargement,  repair  or  improvement  of  existing  property. 
Two  loans  were  made  during  the  year  both  involving  the  improvement  of 
existing  houses. 

The  Housing  Act,  1964  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  the  16th 
August  ,  1964.  The  general  function  of  the  Act  is  to  initiate  a  system 
providing  for  the  compulsory  improvement  of  dwellings  to  provide 
standard  amenities  where  these  are  absent.  The  Act  envisages  that 
principal  action  will  be  taken  on  an  area  basis  and  consequently  the  housing 
survey  previously  referred  to  was  enlarged  to  incorporate  an  "improvement 
area"  survey.  It  is  anticipated  the  full  report  will  be  available  towards 
the  end  of  1965. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  your  Surveyor. 

A  weekly  domestic  refuse  collection  cycle  was  maintained  to  all 
the  992  premises  in  the  area.  The  refuse  disposal  tip  off  Stripe  Road 
was  in  use  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 


A  further  reduction  took  place  during  the  year  in  the  number  of 
pail  closets  and  privies  in  use  in  the  district,  a  number  of  which  were 
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converted  by  means  of  improvement  grants.  Consideration  was  given  by 
the  Council  to  the  possibility  of  withdrawing, from  those  outlying  premises 
served  by  water  closets  in  addition  to  pail  closets, the  weekly  pail  emptying 
service.  All  the  owners  concerned  were  notified.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
the  number  of  pails  and  privies  in  use  in  the  district  had  been  reduced  to  9. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS, 

The  Council's  caravan  site  is  now  well  established  and  the  34 
standings  were  for  the  most  part  fully  occupied  during  the  year.  Some 
initial  difficulties  were  encountered  in  the  running  of  the  amenity  block 
due  mainly  to  the  demands  on  the  hot  water  supply  and  the  frequent  mechanical 
failure  of  the  washing  machine  which  receives  20  years  normal  wear  per 
annum.  These  matters  were  referred  to  your  Surveyor  for  remedial  action. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  only  one  single  caravan  stationed 
on  a  private  site  in  the  urban  area,  the  occupier  of  which  has  "existing  use" 
rights  under  the  Planning  Acts, 

In  common  with  other  local  authority  areas  in  South  Yorkshire 
considerable  nuisance  conditions  were  again  experienced  due  to  litter  and 
refuse  dumped  on  the  verges  of  several  lanes  in  the  area  by  those  itinerant 
caravan  dwellers  and  scrap  metal  dealers  commonly  referred  to  as  "gypsies". 

In  March  of  the  year  under  review  the  Council  resolved  to  make 
use  of  the  powers  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act, 
1951,  Sectiou  95,  which  enables  the  local  authority  to  make  application  for 
a  court  order  prohibiting  the  parking  of  caravans  on  certain  areas  and  as 
a  result  zoning  orders  are  now  in  force  in  5  areas  in  the  district. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT. 


There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  and  this 
was  maintained  in  good  condition  throughout  the  year. 

Three  licences  to  slaughter  animals  pursuant  to  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act  are  in  force  in  the  district. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

76  visits  were  made  during  the  year  for  this  purpose  and  the 
following  numbers  of  animals  were  killed  and  inspected:

There  were  no  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  charges  for  meat  inspection  during 
the  year;  £15  being  paid  to  the  Council  by  the  slaughterhouse  occupier 
concerned. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT. 


The  Council  have  no  full-time  rodent  operative  but  utilise 
the  serves  of  the  rodent  control  service  of  an  adjoining  authority, 
Doncaster  Rural  District  Council,  a  charge  being  made  on  a  proportionate 
rateable  value  basis.  In  this  manner  all  complaints  are  dealt  with 
expeditiously.  Four  of  the  local  farmers  hold  annual  contracts  with  the 
local  authority  for  rodent  control  treatment.

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FOOD  PREMISES, 

Three  premises  are  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  manufacture  of  meat  products. 

In  all  there  are  30  food  premises  in  the  district  and  hygienic  conditions 
are  generally  good. 

One  premise,  the  condition  of  which  was  giving  rise  to  some 
concern,  was  closed  voluntarily  by  the  owner. 

Two  samples  of  food,  both  meat  products,  were  submitted 
during  the  year  for  routine  bacteriological  examination  and  both 
were  reported  upon  satisfactorily. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

The  registration  provisions  of  this  Act  came  into  force  during 
the  year.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  first  comprehensive  inspection  had 
been  made  and  the  work  of  completing  the  programme  is  still  in  progress.
